some money to NORML for that informa- 
tion. NORML has been directly responsible 
for most of these anti-urinalysis legal 
precedents, though it’s been too broke for 
the last five years to afford a decent legal 
secretary. to proof-read Zeese’s affidavits. 
NORML is one of the prime reasons why 
virtually every urinalysis case that’s ever 
gone to court has turned out a precedent 
vastly disappointing the highly-financed piss 
profiteers of the Syva and Roche drug-test 
companies.

been turned down for a job or fired from it 
by a dope test, with a consequent “drug 
abuser” notation on his or her permanent 
employment record, is ever going to have a 
chance at landing another decent job. This 
obscene Catch-22 aspect of it all has com- 
pelled a good number of decent, nondoping 
piss-test victims into court. There's really 
no alternative, see? 

But what sort of legal action can piss-test 
victims take? NORML, of course—those 
rash radicals—are always trying to compile 
a clutch of plaintiffs who haven't been fired 
by dope tests, but whose companies use 
drug tests. “Employees ought to get to- 


Specific grounds to challenge urine 
tests, when you’ve been fired by 
them, are pretty sparse, 
but they exist. 


If you ever get fired by a piss test, 
though, none of this fascinating legal data is 
going to help you a bit, unless you have the 
guts to go to court over it. The industrial 
piss-test profiteers, when they set out 
years ago to gradually make their machines 
as commonplace in the American workplace 
as time clocks and water coolers, confi- 
dently reasoned that most people who got 
fired by the gimmicks would be afraid to go 
to open court over it, and thus publicly ad- 
vertise that they had “flunked” a dope test. 
False-positive victims especially—decent, 
nondrug people who'd never been near 
dope in their lives—would be terrifically re- 
luctant to make any public trouble over it, 
because most of their nondoping friends and 
neighbors would automatically suspect that 
they were really secret druggies trying des- 
perately to cover up for it. 

So far, this part of it has worked out well 
enough for the piss profiteers. The legal 
challenges to their tests have primarily 
been raised by unions, rather than by indivi- 
dual people who could be individually em- 
barrassed in open court. The results of 
these union challenges have been uniformly 
disappointing, true, but what of it? There 
are still loads of employers ready to buy 
their tests, what with union membership in 
this country being at an all-time low. 

Which remorselessly generates an ever- 
increasing number of private individuals 
who have to go into court after being fired 
by these machines. The piss profiteers didn’t 
think it all through quite three steps ahead, 
you see. When they started out by aggres- 
sively merchandising their tests to compan- 
ies for use on pre-employment job 
applicants—and literally thousands of com- 
panies are now using them for that pur- 
pose— they didn’t anticipate all the trouble 
that would follow. No one who has once 


gether and mount class-action suits to en- 
join their bosses from using these unreliable 
tests before the tests make trouble for 
them,” declares Kevin Zeese. “It's much 
easier going into court with a clean slate 
than with a phony drug-abuse blot already 
on your record. And it’s infinitely easier— 
and cheaper, too—to go into court as a 
group raising a class-action, than as one in- 
dividual having to pay your lawyer, all by 
yourself, to duke it out for you.” So far 
though, here in the Reagan era, Zeese 
hasn’t found a whole lot of people with the 
guts to go into court and challenge piss tests 
under the collective aegis of NORML. 

“Specific grounds which individuals can 
use to challenge these urine tests, once 
they've been fired by them, are pretty 
sparse, but they exist,” instructs attorney 
Patrick Bishop of Houston, who publishes 
the invaluable (and fascinating) Criminal 
Law Monthly, a reference digest of all the 
significant narcotics cases, robberies, 
rapes, swindles and heinous murders that 
g0 to appeals courts. “You can file charges 
against your former employer on the 
grounds of wrongful discharge, plus inflic- 
tion of mental distress, plus slander and def- 
amation, if your boss made the drug-test 
results known to anyone except you. That's 
about it, except in jurisdictions like Califor- 
nia, which has a state privacy law that's very 
useful. 

“You shouldn’t bother even thinking 
about raising grand Constitutional issues 
like search and seizure and self-incrimina- 
tion,” warns Bishop. “It's important to real- 
ize that the Constitution only protects 
citizens against the actions of the State; it 
doesn't apply to what private individuals do 
to each other. So the Constitution doesn’t 
apply to private employers, and if you try to

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We've been getting so many letters 
about our Trans-High Market 
Quotations that we thought we'd print 
some, starting with this issue.

ew York City Police Depart- 

ment narcotics officers re- 
cently struck a major blow in the 
struggle against the subversion of 
the United States Constitution. 
Last spring, NYPD Police Com- 
missioner Benjamin Ward (pre- 
viously Commissioner of 
Corrections, and thus comprehen 
sively loathed by all NYPD person- 
nel) made national headlines by 
pledging a mandatory urine-test 
program for all officers on the 
City’s Organized Crime “Control” 
Division—the Vice, Gambling and 
Narcotics Squad, under an older 
and more honest nomenclature. 
‘The Commissioner's get-tough 
no-nonsense stand on cop drug- 
‘ging was riotously applauded by all 
the local newspapers and news- 
‘casters but not among the troops 
themselves. Of all cops, narcotics 
detectives are the least likely to 
want to submit to drug urinalysis, 
because they know from bitter 
personal experience how drug- 
testing machines, and the clumsy 
chemists who work them, are al- 
ways screwing up. Any expe- 
rienced nare has seen how 
chemists can turn a gram of per- 
fectly good heroin into “no drug” or 
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“dog feces,” depending on how the 
lab tech has mistakenly mis-ad- 
justed his testing gear. Of all cops, 
therefore, the narcs of the NYPD. 
were the likeliest to go to court to 
spoil the Commissioner's piss-test 
publicity stunt, and so last spring 
they did just that. 

The State Supreme Court Jus- 
tice for New York County who 
heard the case, Stanley. Parnes, 
ruled flatly in favor of the Patrol- 
mens’ Benevolent Association at- 
torneys, who'd argued that 
pisstesting is not only constitution- 
ally illegal, but immoral and unethi- 
cal on the non-statutory ground of 
simple common human decency. 
The Commissioner’s piss proposal 
had clearly stipulated that all these 
officers—decent, hard-working, 
moral-minded men and woman of

A: we expected all along, 
the Reagan Administra- 
tion’s war on drugs has 
turned into a war on us. 
Civil liberties, presumption of innocence until 
proven guilty, and the free enterprise system 
are quickly becoming ideas of the past. 

Reefer madness is back in vogue. | recently 
read a government funded publication from 
Connecticut which claimed one year of mari- 
juana smoking is equivalent to twenty packs a 
day of cigarette smoking and that marijuana 
causes breast development in males. Gover- 
nor Vietor Atiyeh of Oregon recently stated 
that marijuana smoking is the major cause of 
child abuse and incest. 

The President's Commission on Organized 
Crime’s recommendations are coming closer 
to reality every day. Urinalysis for govern- 
ment workers, goverment contractors, and 
ultimately, you, is just one part of the White 
House's “final solution." The drug testing hys- 
teria is so out of control that we are now 
hearing of the testing companies offering the 
services, (for a fee, of course), of professional 
Urine watchers to observe all the employees 
while they urinate! 

Every month our military becomes more 
involved in policing Americans in direct con- 
flict with the values our country was founded 
upon. Congress’ solution is typical: let's 
throw more tax dollars at the already failed 
programs. Or as one congressman put it, 
“What's another billion dollars?” This mental- 
ity comes at a time when we are wondering 
what ever did happen to that unaccounted 
$750,000 grant that was given to an anti-drug 
organization that listed Nancy Reagan as 
honorary chairperson? 

The above mentioned hypocrisies are 
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nothing new in the annals of U.S. history. Dr. 
David Musto of Yale University has done fasci- 
rating research in this area and found that the 
current panic over drugs is an exact repeat of 
the cocaine scare of 1900-1915, which re- 
sulted in the passage of the first drug prohibi- 
tion legislation in 1914—the Harrison 
Narcotics Act. Musto sees a cycle in the 
public's attitudes towards drugs in that soci- 
ety, forgetting past drug history, will again be- 
come attracted to a drug. As problems result 
from abuse, society will turn to view the drug 
with horror. It is at this point when “public 
consensus” decides that drugs are the num- 
ber one menace, and that repressive legisla- 
tion is needed. 

Inan interview with the Los Angeles Times 
Musto said that he viewed Mrs. Reagan's anti- 
drug campaign as"... responding to a shift in 
attitude towards drugs in the U.S. As long as 
you have something that upsets many Ameri- 
can people, it is by definition a political issue 
on which you can build a power base. The 
drug issue in America today seems to be be- 
‘coming (again) one on which it is hard (for a 
politician) to lose. 

“Prohibition represents the sour end in 
many ways of a very positive reform move- 
ment. You discover it (alcohol alone, or alco- 
hol and other drugs) is a problem. You 
publicize it. You pass laws so people become 
‘educated about it. Then you discover that the 
problem keeps growing and you regrettably 
are forced to the conclusion that you will 
have to take action for the people’s own 
good.” 

Interestingly enough, Musto points out 
that by the time prohibition and/or repres- 
sive legislation is enacted, the drug crisis has 
actually started to wane. Dr. Ellingwood of 
Duke University also points out that since co- 
caine was discovered in 1860, there have 
been five identifiable coke epidemics, but that 
marijuana use does not appear to be related 
to any of these abuse epidemics. 


So now that our drug crisis has become a 
“drug panic,” what can we do about it? Obvi- 
ously some truthful drug information is 
needed. Specifically, Americans need to learn 
that marijuana is not crack or heroin. | re- 
cently read the following quote by a “senior 
government offical” in the Washington Times: 
“Mexico is a major producer of opium pop- 
pies for heroin and marijuana.” If an official 
policy maker believes this, how many millions 
‘of Americans are also as terribly misin- 
formed? 

The real question though, that we must 
ponder is this: Why do our goverment offi- 
cials get away with making important public 
policy based on such monumental ignorance? 
The answer is quite simple—because you, 
the marijuana smoker, keep silent. You 
may think keeping a low-profile about your 
marijuana use keeps you out of jail. However, 
your silence is interpreted by politicians as 
tacit approval of their actions. This has to 
change. 

NORML is currently organizing a massive 
outcry of opposition to the repressive poli- 
cies im vogue today. The public believes mari- 
juana smokers are socially deficient zombies 
because marijuana smokers keep a low pro- 
file.

Treaty is questionable. This document 
was drawn up in 1961, ignored for six 
years and suddenly resurrected at a time 
when there was an outcry from the scien- 
tific community to relax controls. Hay 
Anslinger was largely responsible for the 
passage of this treaty. Believing it would 
forever insure the illegal status of mari- 
juana, it was quietly promoted and rail- 
Toaded through after a one day hearing 
with testimony from only a few “select” 
witnesses. No opposition was heard orin- 
vited. The New York Times never even 
bothered to reportits passage at thetime. 


From New York: 

A proposal for action to Free Cannabis 
and Free the Land: “Recipe for 
R(apid)Evolution.” In a dry, one gallon 
plastic jug, mix two quarts of sun dried 
top soil sifted through 1/4” screenwire 
with 1/2 cup dry cannabis seeds.

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Drug Laws Are Destroying 
Justice In America! 


BY KEVIN ZEESE 


in the last few years the government has 

radically changed the rules in drug cases so 

that the traditional concepts of American 
justice no longer apply. The Constitutional 
right to bail has De iplaced by routine pre- 
ventive detention. The Constitutional re- 
quirement of due process prior to seizure of 
property has been replaced with forfeiture 
laws which allow seizure of up to $100,000 in 
property without a judge, seizure of all prop- 
erty before conviction, and even allowing the 
government to keep the property if the in- 
dividual is acquitted. Individual sentencing and 
parole are being replaced by mandatory sen- 
tences, determinate sentencing, and the abo- 
lition of parole. The dice have been so loaded 
that the results of drug cases are generally 
preordained. 

As if that were not enough, the tactics be- 
ing used by the U.S. Department of Justice 
are undermining effective assistance of coun- 
sel. According to a survey of 1,648 criminal 
defense attorneys, 24% of those who special- 
ize in“drug cases have been subpoenaed to 
testify against their own clients, 33% have 
faced attempts to disqualify them, 41% have 
had informants for the government invade 
the defense camp and 28% have had their le- 
galfees ‘now must give 
their clients Mirando-like warnings because 
of the likelihood of being forced to provide 
the government with information about their 
client. 

The rules are changing so that it: is no 
longer a fair, adversarial system. ttis becoming 


fore conviction, and avoids individualized sen- 
tencing. 


Destruction of 
Personal Privacy 


The drug war has also undermined privacy 
by eroding the Fourth Amendment, increas- 
ing electronic surveillance, expanding data 
banks of personal information, and utilizing 
high-technology searches. As Supreme Court. 
Justice Lewis Powell noted in a recent dis- 
sent: “After today, families can expect to be 
free of official government surveillance only 
when they retreat behind the walls of their 
homes.” 

Recent Supreme Court decisions in mari- 
juana cases have held police can get a search 
warrant based.on an anonymous tip, conduct 
warrantless aerial searches of backyards, 
search a locked briefcase ina locked trunk of a 
car without a search warrant, and search 
private property without a search warrant. in 
that latter case, the police were allowed to 
ignore trespassing laws and walk a mile on 
private property before finding any mari- 
juana. 

These decisions have helped to bring about 
vastly expanded police powers and have 
created an atmosphere in which mass urine 
testing for drug use can flourish. Mass random 
searches for drugs are the opposite of what 
the Constitution stands for. There is no indivi- 
dual suspicion, no probably cause, no grounds 
for a search, but a very personal, invasive 
search which takes place. You are presumed 
{guilty unless you can disprove a test result. Up 
toa 66% inaccuracy has been reported with 
turine tests, and that tenuous line is a person's 
reputation, career, or even liberty. 


Also on the increase is electronic surveil- 
lance. Many methods of electronic surveil- 
lance do not need a court order, but the 784 
wiretaps approved in 1984 was a 32% in- 
crease over 1980. Over 55% of wiretaps are 
for drug cases. A Presidential Commission re- 
cently went further and recommended that. 
laws limiting wiretaps be weakened, even 
though all but two requests for wire caps 
Were given judicial approval. 


Loss of Respect for 
Law 


Perhaps the most dangerous effect of the 
drug Jaws is that they undermine respect for 
the rule of law, in part due to extreme en- 
forcement tactics and corrupt public officials, 
but also because they are based on exagger- 
ated claims about the effects of drugs and are 
viewed as 

Some of the soldiers in the drug war are 
acting like anything they do is acceptable. In 
the last year police officers in New York City 
have been convicted of burning the flesh of a 
high school scudent accused of a petty mari- 
juana offense with an electric stun gun. Mari- 
jvana raiders in California have been put 
under court supervision to prevent them 
from abusing the rights of local residents. The 
justice system was not designed as a weapon 
‘of war; it was designed as a method of finding 
the truth and administering justice. Its misuse 
as. a weapon of war is inefficient and destruc- 
tive.

hen the federal gov- 

ernment’s Drug En- 

forcement Adminis- 
tration invoked its emergency 
powers and placed MDMA on 
Schedule I of the Controlled 
Substances Act, a number of 
people thought that the last had 
been heard on the subject. They 
were wrong. Rarely in our his 
tory has a conscious effective 
substance so excited both mass 
media and the public imagina- 
tion as has MDMA. In the 
months prior to its scheduling, 
virtually every major newspa- 
per and television network did a 
feature on MDMA. Such 
diverse magazines as Life, Cos- 
mopolitan, New York, and 
HIGH TIMES (Nov. ’85) each 
did their own version of “in 
depth” studies on the drug. 
Some of the reports have been 
from the viewpoint of research- 
ers and clinicians who have 
worked with MDMA as an ad- 
junct to psychotherapy. Others 
are from the Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA). Often, 
they sound as though they are 
talking about two totally differ- 
ent substances. 


A corporate lawyer who, fifteen years 
ago, attended rock concerts on a regular 
basis, can barely contain his enthusiasm 
when he talks about MDMA. 

“Pye been taking it for a long time,” he 
says briskly. “I don’t take it very often, 
but I take it regularly. And it’s the only 
drug aside from an occasional beer or 
glass of wine that I do use. I don’t mess 
with cocaine like a lot of guys in my profes- 
sion do. Who needs it? Let me tell you, it’s 
a real revolutionary drug. It’s totally dif- 
ferent from LSD. If nothing else brings 
about world peace, Ecstasy will.” 

The lawyer felt that all his experience 
with MDMA had been positive. The reac- 
tion of a San Francisco-based drug abuse 
counselor who tried it once was less than 
enthusiastic: 


MDMA has stirred 
up more 
controversy than 
any mind-altering 
drug since LSD. 
RICK SEYMOUR 
of the Haight-

why. 


“I got three tablets from a friend who I 
considered reliable in terms of contents, 
but I didn’t know what dosage each tab 
contained and neither did he. I was going 
to save them and trip with my roommate 
in the country over the weekend, but in 
that I had three tabs, I decided to try one 
on Friday night. I had eaten dinner about 
an hour earlier and had a couple of beers 
after. 

“I swallowed one tablet and waited, and 
waited. Nothing happened. About an hour 
later, I took another half tab. Nothing was 
changing. Nothing was happening. It oc- 
curred to me that the dosage per tab might 
be very low so, what the hell, I swallowed 
the last tablet. 

“Within a few minutes it all hit me at 
once and I was on the phone to Suicide 
Prevention. I knew that I was about to lose 
control, not pass out but black out. I had 
had enough experience with PCP victims 
and clients on high doses of amphetamines 
to know that out of control, blacked out 
but still able to function at a physical level, 
Icould be a danger to myself and to others. 
My pulse was going a mile a minute. I was 
slipping into a wide awake unconscious- 
ness and I was scared. Fortunately, I was 
also experienced in dealing with bad trips 
and other drug reactions from work. Also, 


thankfully, there was no real ego disrup- 
tion, The counselor at Suicide Prevention 
stayed on the phone and talked me 
through the crises, which lasted about half 
an hour. My jaw kept clenching 
throughout that night and most of the next 


‘A graduate student from Texas referred 
to his experience on MDMA as “.. . get- 
ting to Stage Two.” 

“Most of my friends use it recrea- 
ionally, you know, on the weekends to re- 
lax and feel good about themselves. I 
started out doing that too, but what hap- 
pened was like I learned something. It was 
like getting beyond myself and making 
contact with a higher reality. What I want 
to know now is, isit really real?” 

e 

David E. Smith, M.D. looks like he 
could play sixty minutes of rough and tum- 
ble professional football with the San 
Francisco 49ers on a Saturday afternoon, 
then go home, change into a tuxedo and 
conduct the San Francisco symphony at 
Davies Hall that evening. Instead, in 1967, 
he founded the Haight Ashbury Free Med- 
ical Clinic 

Although the Haight Ashbury Free 
Medical Clinic provides a wide range of 
medical services, its national reputation is 
based on drug abuse research and treat- 
ment. Working in a national epicenter of 
street drug experimentation, the Clinic’s 
physicians, counselors, pharmacists, re- 
searchers, and epidemiologists have often 
been the first to point out new trends in 
substance use and abuse that have later 
been reflected nationwide. 

Clients treated in the drug 
treatment faci usually come in volun- 
1 has a basic philosophy 
that health care is a right, not a privilege, 
and that it should be humane, demysti- 
fied, nonjudgmental and free at the point 
of delivery. That philosophy, plus a street 
reputation for humane treatment, confi- 
dentiality, knowledge, and expertise in the 
field of substance abuse treatment attracts 
a wide range of highly diversified patients. 

One of our public information activities 
is a monthly drug abuse folio column that 
is published in HIGH TIMES. The column 
provides current information, history, ef- 
fects, myths, and dangers of individual 
psychoactive drugs. It was as a result of 
our HIGH TIMES column that Dr. Smith 
and I first became aware that the street use 
of MDMA was becoming an issue. We had 
published a column in March of 1983 on 
MDA in which we discussed the mature, 
use, hazards, and liabilities of all the 
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methoxylated amphetamines. MDMA was 
not specifically mentioned. 

A year later, in March of 1984, I got a 
phone call from Helio Costa, the bureau 
chief of the Brazilian national television 
network, Globo TV. The net work was con- 
cerned, he explained, over the prolifera- 
tion of a new drug in Rio de Janeiro and 
other urban centers in Brazil. The users 
were calling it “Ecstasy.” One of Helio’s 
colleagues had read our MDA column and 
thought it sounded like a similar drug. 

Following up on that interview, we in- 
vestigated the nature of Ecstasy through 
our national network. Dr. John Morgan, a 
colleague at the Sophie Davis School of 
Medicine in New York, reported to us that 
samples of material sold there as Ecstasy 
and Adam had proved on testing to be “ei- 
ther MDA, MMDA, or a new drug called 
MDMA.” We later got similar reports 
from PharmChem Laboratories in Palo 
Alto, California. 

PharmChem reported a 50% validity 
rate for alleged MDMA samples submi 
ted to their Analysis Anonymous service 
for qualitative analysis between 1978 and 
1983. During the five year period, they 
compiled data on sixty samples that were 
submitted as MDMA, MDM, Ecstasy, 
XTC, or Adam. They say there is no way 
of knowing if clients submitting samples 
under street names actually understood 
what they were supposed to be. These 
street names have only become popular 
synonyms for MDMA since the recent 
widespread publicity about the drug. 

We began asking the questions, just 
what is MDMA? And who is using it? 

e 

A paradoxical chemical in many ways, 
MDMA is often thought of as a “new” 
drug, even though it was first synthesized 
in 1914. MDMA isa synthetic drug.In syn- 
thesis, one or more substances are molecu- 
larly changed and may be combined to 
form a new substance. This process distin- 
guishes synthetics from chemicals that are 
direct extracts or purifications of an exist- 
ing substance. Similar in structure to both 
MDA (or 3,4-methylenedioxyampheta- 
mine), and the aromatic substitution patt- 
tern of the essential oil safrole, MDMA is 
synthesized from molecular components 
of methamphetamine and safrole from 
sassafras, nutmeg, or piperonylacetone. 

It belongs to a large group of synthetic 
drugs called the phenethylamines. These 
differ in their effects, depending on their 
molecular structure. Some of these drugs 
are relatively inactive. Others, including 
the drugs that we usually think of as am- 
phetamines, produce a stimulant effect 
coupled with feelings of euphoria. Still 
others are consciousness effective and 
produce both psychedelic and stimulant 
effects. MDMA belongs to this latter 
group. 

MDMA is most similar to a sub-group of 
amphetamines that are called “methoxy- 
lated amphetamines.” These drugs are 
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SHOULD MDMA BE BANNED 


When a drug comes along that the mass-media scriveners like, that drug is always 
doomed. Last year, a couple of Newsweek magazine scribes and a handful of miscellane- 
ous network-telly news producers abruptly became infatuated with MDMA. a pleas- 
antly-intoxicating euphoriant compound known as “Ecstasy,” or “XTC,” among 
recreational drugniks since the 1970's. Not only was this drug legal. they reported in 
amazement, but there was no lack of perfectly respectable physicians with legitimate 
M.Ds who were ready to say that it wasn't terribly harmful or even disorienting, and 
would assuredly be of some use in the practice of psychiatry. So for a few months. all the 
magazines and the telly were full of rave reviews of this new perfectly-legal "hug drug” 
which was reportedly saving troubled marriages, enhancing sex, and providing illuminat- 
ing poetic and philosophical insights to its users. 

MDMA was accordingly made totally illegal before another couple of changes of the 
moon, on]uly |, 1985. The Drug Enforcement Administration in Washington, perceiving 
that these harebrained media twits were prattling the exact same nonsense about 
MDMA as they'd been prattling about LSD-25 two decades previously, put a stop to it 
tout de suite. They put MDMA on the same “emergency legislation’ lst with the hideous 
new Parkinson’s-Disease “designer” opiate, MPTP, and railroaded them straight onto 
Schedule One along with LSD, heroin, marijuana, and all the DEA’s other eternally-ver- 
boten killer drugs 

Unlike the hideous MPTP, however, MDMA had some fairly important people ready 
to go to bat for it: numerous eminent Ivy League psychiatrists who would testify in its 
favor, and some extremely influential Washington and New York law firms working in 
the interest of a certain multi-national drug company with a budget the size of Fort Knox 
So the DEA\s designation of MDMA for Schedule One went under a formal challenge in 
its very own administrative law courts in Washington last winter; ultimately the DEA’s 
very own in-house judge ruled that MDMA rightfully ought to be placed on Schedule 
Three, where it would be available to doctors for prescription to their patients, though 
its sale to idle. viciously-inclined, thrill-seeking drugniks would still merit truly ferocious 
penalties. 

The written decision of the DEA's in-house legal overseer, Judge Francis Young, makes 
for a lovely read. In arguing for its Schedule One designation for MDMA, the DEA's 
lawyers had essentially told the judge that they believe they're entitled to eternally ban- 
ish any drug which has not already been accorded a specife "accepted medical use " by 
the FDA; which would necessarily eliminate any possibility that the FDA physically could, 
ina million years, ever define an “accepted medical use” for any drug the DEA had 
scheduled beforehand, such as MDMA 

Judge Young unlatched this Catch-22 briskly enough. “There is no denying that such a 
situation would greatly simplify the scheduling task of the DEA staff.” he wrote. “It pro- 


similar to mescaline, the active ingredient vous system, including antipsychotic 


in the psychedelic buttons of the peyote 
plant found in the southwestern United 
States and Mexico. 

MDMA is a psychoactive drug. This 
means that its primary effects are on the 
psyche. It can also be called a central ner- 
vous system, or CNS, effective drug in that 
interacts directly with the brain and 
spinal column, the central nervous sys- 
tem, to produce its effects. 

Although there are many psychoactive, 
CNS effective drugs, they all fall within 
three primary categories. There are 
“downers,” which include pain killers or 
analgesics and sedative-hypnotics; uppers 
or stimulants; and psychedelics. There are 
other drugs which effect the central ner- 


drugs. 

The efects of MDMA are similar to 
those found in both the stimulant and psy- 
chedelic categories and also has some 
unique effects that are not common to any 
of the three psychoactive drugs. In the 
opinion of some researchers who have 
worked with the drug, any direct compari- 
son to either stimulants or psychedelics 
would be very misleading. Their conclu- 
sion is that MDMA has a unique pharma- 
cology that cannot be properly described 
within the existing categories. Further, 
they note that its actions are not even all 
that similar to those of its closest chemical 
neighbors, MDA and the other methoxyla- 
ted amphetamines.

vides a quick solution to the problem for the DEA. It provides a certain answer. But it is 
wrong.” The policeman’s job is only that easy, the judge reminded the DEA. in a police 
state. 

After that, all the DEA’s other arguments were extraneous, but the judge diligently 
took notice of them anyhow. The liveliest of them was the brain-damage rumor, which 
the DEA had cooked up to justify banning MDMA on the same “emergency” list as their 
hideously-potent neurotoxin, MPTP. 

When they undertook to lodge MDMA forever in Schedule One last year, the DEA. 
regaled all its pet mass-media mouthpieces with their own lurid interpretation of a basic 
rat experiment which had been carried out years previously at the University of Chicago 
by researchers Louis Seiden and Charles Schuster. Basically, Seiden and Schuster had 
shot up their rats with gigantic doses of MDMA, to see if it might cause the same sort of 
brain damage as methamphetamine does when it's shot into rats in gigantic doses. As 
expected, they found that the brain-cell damage was considerably less extensive with 
MDMA, and responsibly reported that. And they never once reported that any human 
being would ever, even accidentally, shoot up an even remotely gigantic dose of MDMA, 
cor necessarily sustain any least bit of MDMA-induced brain damage. But of course that's 
Precisely what all the DEA's pet media mouthpieces reported to the public, after they'd 
been fed the DEA’s misrepresentations of this U. of Chicago rat study. 

This was not the first time Judge Young had seen the DEA trying to turn responsible 
scientific drug research into witchcraft. “The MDMA was injected into rats,” he blandly 
noted. "The route of injection, which will make a vast difference in the meaning of the 
results noted, is not given in the DEA's report. Humans are known to take MDMA orally, 
not by injection. This difference is of great importance, and renders the test results 
meaningless for our purpose.” 

‘And anyhow, this was no decent argument for putting MDMA on Schedule One. The 
appetite -killing drug fenfluramine, marketed for years now as "Pondimin” by the Robens 
drug company, causes exactly the sort of pinpoint nerve-terminal damage as MDMA 
might cause, and does the damage at much lower doses, Young noted; and Pondimin’s 
‘only a Schedule Four drug! At least the shrinks and lawyers trying to pry MDMA off 
Schedule One only want it to be redesignated to Schedule Three, where its unlicensed 
sale will still pull dire 20-year prison penalties. 

So the DEA’s own in-house judge formally decreed that MDMA ought to be shifted 
from Schedule One down to Schedule Three, where M.D.s and drug companies can 
exploit its demonstrated therapeutic properties. At this writing, though, DEA adminis- 
trator John Lawn can still overrule his own judge, and decree that MDMA is going to stay 
on Schedule One forever. Lawn is entirely likely to do this.

If it is not a psychedelic, if it is not a 
stimulant—and it is certainly now an 
analgesic or a sedative-hypnotic—then 
what is MDMA? 

e 

It may be the prototype of an entirely 
new drug category. David E. Nichols, 
Ph.D., who is currently studying a series 
of chemicals that he has called “entact 
gens,” stated in testimony to the federal 
MDMA hearings that the effects of 
MDMA are unique in their own right. He 
compared its potential importance to that 
of diethyl ether and nitrous oxide in the de- 
velopment of general anesthetics that led 
to modern surgery. Other researchers 
maintain, further, that the effects of 
MDMA are not psychedelic, but represent 


a revolutionary means of furthering men- 
tal health treatment and exploration that 
has not been available through any previ- 
ous source. 

Those who have worked with MDMA 
state that although it can be looked on as 
consciousness-altering, and therefore 
called “psychedelic” for want of a better 
term, it is not hallucinogenic. The drug 
does not appear to cause visual hallucina- 
tions or distortions nor is it reported to 
lead to a delusional state, Subjects in- 
volved in medical research have not re- 
ported any of the ego loss, disassociation 
or mental confusion that can occur with 
psychedelic drugs. 

‘According to therapists who have ad- 
istered the drug to clients, MDMA is 


characterized as bringing about condi- 
ions of peacefulness, an ability to feel 
trust, a lowering of psychological barriers 
and reported increases in insight. It pro- 
vides these clients an opportunity to see 
clearly and dispassionately within them- 
selves by opening out the blocks these 
clients have created between their own 
consciousness and suppressed painful ex- 
perience. These effects, occurring at 
therapeutic dosages, are cited as what 
makes MDMA potentially valuable when 
used within a course of psychotherapy. 

‘A number of anecdotal cases have been 
cited wherein the appropriate and sensi- 
ive use of MDMA with patients in the 
course of psychotherapy seems to have led 
to major treatment breakthroughs. Pa- 
tients with problems that include long- 
term communication blockages and 
psychic traumas such as rape, the onset of 
terminal illness, and delayed stress, have 
been reported as benefiting from MDMA 
therapy 

Although MDMA is said to be free of the 
clinically less desirable effects associated 
with many other psychoactive drugs, such 
as visual distortions, loss of coordination, 
and intoxication, there are exceptions and 
reactions vary with the individual. The 
drug is, after all, still in an experimental 
state. 

Researchers and health professionals 
unanimously agree that MDMA should 
never be used for recreational purposes or 
without adequate medical supervision. It 
is not a drug for recreation, intoxication, 
performance enhancement, or self-me 
cation. The proper use, as they see it, is for 
specific and carefully planned and super- 
vised sessions within a course of psy- 
chotherapy or other mental health 
treatment, or for directed research on hu- 
man consciousness. MDMA is not a toy.

But the Haight Ashbury Free Medical 
Clinic drug treatment staif reported that 
MDMA was being used recreationally. At 
least what was called MDMA, or MDM, 
or Adam, or Ecstasy, was being used. 

In the twilight world of illicit or street 
drugs, things are rarely what they seem. 
Often easily obtainable substances are dis- 
guised to resemble others that are in de- 
mand but harder to get. The notion that 
habitual users can tell the difference be- 
tween their drug of choice and a counter- 
feit is often a myth. 

‘Treatment centers will not always know 
what specific drug a client may have used. 
It takes sophisticated drug testing equip- 
ment to tell the difference between two 
drugs as similar in structure as MDA and 
MDMA. The process is also comparatively 
expensive and unnecessary for symptom- 
atic treatment of sympathomimetic reac- 
tions. In such cases, the Clinic’s staff 
usually takes the word of the client for 
what they have taken. The client, for that 
matter, has usually taken the word of the

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veryone knows psychedelic rock began in San Francisco with bands like the 

Jefferson Airplane, Grateful Dead and Quicksilver Messenger Service. Few 

people, however, recall an even earlier group that became a major attraction 
in the Bay Area in 1966: the CHOCOLATE WATCH BAND. 

Although the WATCH BAND never had a hit record, never achieved national 
recognition, and never got invited to Woodstock, they spawned a devoted cult 
following that grows larger each year (despite a notable lack of publicity or record 
company hype.) The band released only three albums, yet 15 years after their release, 
two of the records continue being re-issued, with original copies trading hands for as 
much as $75. 

Why does this group refuse to die? 

To find out, | decided to locate the WATCH BAND’s lead singer, DAVID AGUILAR, 
who as far as | knew, had never been interviewed before. | hardly knew where to start. 
My only lead was a rumor he was teaching astronomy at a Colorado University. 

The rumor turned out to be true—sort of. After several phone calls, | discovered 
someone named Aguilar had formerly been in charge of a Colorado planetarium, but 
had left the academic world for a more lucrative post elsewhere. After a few blind 
calls, | eventually tracked down a David Aguilar working for an aerospace firm. 

“Is this the same David Aguilar that used to sing with the Chocolate Watch Band?” 
| asked tentatively. 


There was a brief pause, followed by an amused chuckle. “Yes, it is,” answered the 
voice. 


guilar seemed genuinely surprised anyone remembered his former life as a 

rock star. | asked if he was aware of the Watch Band’s growing popularity— 

evidenced by the release of several new compilation albums. “Yeah, | saw 
some of the re-issues in a record store,” he replied. “But until | saw them, | didn’t 
know they existed. I never received a penny from any of our records.” 

I next asked if Aguilar had any sixties memoribilia, mentioning | was particularly 
interested in a legendary box the band had always carried with them, a box reportedly 
filled with every conceivable variety of mind-altering substance. (Their producer Ed 
Cobb described the box on the back of a greatest hits album released in 1983: “[It] 
was incredibly hand-tooled, hand-carved, inlaid wood, like a giant fisherman’s box. In 
it were sticks of hashish close to a half-inch in diameter, LSD, and all the pills you 
could imagine! ... The smoke was so heavy coming underneath the [studio] door that 
had a contact high for three days!”) 

“I don’t know what happened to the box,” laughed Aguilar. “Maybe it beamed 
directly into space after a recording session.” 

In a later conversation, Aguilar confessed he was the only member of the group 
who wasn’t into drugs. He also explained why he’d gotten rid of many vestiges from 
his past. “I threw everything away from the sixties, even my records,” he said. “1 still 
have a lot of bad feelings over what happened to us during those years. The flower 
child era was a magical time, but most people don’t realize how brief it really was.” 
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SAN FRANCISCO'S ORIGINAL PSYCHEDELIC GARAGEBAND 
BYSTEVENHAGER 


n these dark days of MTV-style shlock rock, it’s 

hard to believe there was a time when almost every 

kid in America felt he had a shot at becoming a rock 
star. The lawyers, accountants and image makers were 
around, but hadn't quite figured out how to run the 
system. Consequently, phony posturing, rock star cliches, 
and designer haircuts were kept to a minimum. 

The American garage band movement began in the 
mid-sixties largely as a reaction to the British invasion. 
By the early sixties, America-made rock had already been 
undermined by a procession of baby-faced Fabians and 
Frankies, and the British had no trouble taking over the 
‘scene when they reverted to the original spirit of Chuck 
Berry, Little Richard, Bo Diddley, etc. Most American 
garage bands formed as copy bands imitating the British 
‘sound. It was a weird time—what with the Brits imitating 
the blacks and the Yankee teenagers imitating the Brits. 
‘The emphasis was on three-chord dance songs anyone 
could play, and the action centered around high school 
hops and fraternity parties. Some groups were pop 
oriented (meaning they sounded like the Beatles), while 
others pursued a more demented sensibility (meaning 
they sounded like the Rolling Stones). 

Unlike today, the teens of the sixties were actively 
rebelling against a hypocritical society whose value 
‘systems had collapsed. Consequently, garage bands and 
drugs were a natural combination. The earliest bands 
probably ranked alcohol highest on the preferred list of 
mind-altering chemicals, but others were into more 
exotic highs, such as smoking paragoric, sniffing glue, or 
popping the occasional diet pill stolen from mommy's 
purse. Marijuana was just coming Into vogue in 1964, but 
It was the arrival of LSD that really pushed the garage 
band sensibility to unexpected realms. 

Acid, as it turned out, did not mix well with your 
typical teenage rock’n’roller. Acid heads tended to be 
gentle, introspective creatures, while garage bands were 
violent and destructive. Not many bands could combine 
the two sensibilities, and those that did, didn't last long. 
In fact, the fusion of punk and psychedelia is so unstable 
that the Watch Band have remained one of the few 
groups to successfully pull it off.

hen Mark Loomis formed his band in 1964 

he must have been aware of the country’s 

growing interest in LSD. Why else pick such 
a surrealistic title for the group? In its earliest 
incarnation, however, the Watch Band was little more 
than a copy band for the Rolling Stones, Yardbirds and 
Kinks. The band went through several personnel changes 
before the final lineup was solidified in 1965: LOOMIS 
(lead guitar), AGUILAR (vocals), GARY ANDRUASEVICH 
{drums}, SEAN TOLBY (guitar), and BILL FLORES (bass). 

All five members lived in San Jose, a model suburban 
‘community curled around the bottom rim of the San 
Francisco Bay. The local high schools overflowed with 
bands, the most popular of which was the Syndicate of 
‘Sound, a driving dance band that performed immaculate 
covers of current hits. Frequently appearing in matching 
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blue suits and Beatle boots, Syndicate members scored 
their biggest hit in 1966 with Little Girl, a re-vamped 
version of the five-chord classic Hey Joe. That same year 
another young San Jose group, the Count Five; 
capitalized on the emerging acid scene with a Top Ten 
ditty titled Psychotic Reaction. 

Despite the competition, the Chocolate Watch Band 
created an immediate sensation in San Jose, a 
development at least partly due to Aguilar’s unbridled 
vocals, some of which bore more than a passing 
resemblance to Mick Jagger's. Although music writers 
have criticized Aguilar’s lack of originality, it’s important 
to note his performances on vinyl remain convincing, 
Powerful and full of sharp, emotional edges. There are 
some, in fact, who think he's betterthan Jagger (who, It 


‘should be admitted, copped his style from American 
bluesmen anyway), 

“1 was influenced by Jagger,” admitted Aguilar, “but | 
was also influenced by Ray Charles, Muddy Waters and 
Bo Diddley. Mark was the philosopher of the group. He 
Provided the psychedelic touch. | was more into 
rock'n'roll. To me, rock was like a lumber truck barreling 
downhill out of control.” 

‘Since Aguilar had a relative living in England, he 
received all the latest British hits before they arrived in 
American record stores. The group also made frequent 
forays to Los Angeles to buy British imports. “I remember 
the first week we got together,” said Aguilar. “We went to 
‘Sauselito to get our picture taken and stopped at a local 
club that featured a group who looked like the Beatles. 


We asked if we could play a song while the band was 
taking a break. They said okay. We barely knew each 
other, but we blew the rafters off that place. It was our 
first live appearance and girls were already crying and 
running after us.” 

It wasn't long before the band was approached by a 
potential manager named Ron Rube, who arranged an 
audition with a producer/songwriter named Ed Cobb. 
Cobb was invited to see the Watch Band at a small club in 
‘San Jose. “He was in his mid-30’s, tall and thin,” said 
Aguilar. “He sort of reminded me of Roger Moore.” 

A former member of the squeaky-clean vocal group the 
Four Preps, Cobb had some connections with Tower 
records, and was in the process of pitching several acts 
to the label. After the Preps had broken up in ’64, Cobb 
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had formed a production company called Green Grass 
with an old friend Ray Harris. The duo was determined to 
mine the new emerging youth market. (Cobb’s final 
recording with the Preps had been titled A Letter To The 
Beatles.) Cobb had already written a song titled Dirty 
Water and was looking for a group to record it. His first 
choice was an LA. garage band called the Standells. 


“The Standells were a good studio band,” said Aguilar, 
“but they were terrible on stage. I’m still upset we didn’t 
get Dirty Water because we could have had fun with that 
‘song. Cobb gave it to the Standells because they had a 
Farfisa organ.” 


While Dirty Water was climbing the charts on its way to 
becoming a massive national hit, Cobb went to work on 
another song for the Watch Band titled Sweet Young 
Thing. First, however, the band was asked to sign a multi- 
page contract with Green Grass. “Our manager told us it 
was a really good deal,” said Sean Tolby in 1983. “But it 
was awful! They owned our name, they owned everything! 
‘On Rube’s word, we signed it without realizing what would 
happen.” “We were only 17 and 18 years old,” added 
Aguilar. “Cobb said he’d make us stars. We didn’t know 
what we were doing.” (Within a matter of months, the 
‘group would get much better offers, including one from 
Filmore owner Bill Graham, but by that time it was too 
late. They were locked into a five-year contract.) 

Released in ’65, Sweet Young Thing promptly went 
nowhere, which is strange since the song is considered 
‘something of a classic today. Aguilar blames Tower. “I 
don’t know why they put us on that label,” he said, 
referring to the fact Tower passed the tape to Uptown, a 
black R&B subsidiary. Obviously, the record’s promotion 
was botched. 

“tt was a marvellous beginning,” writes archivist Brian 
Hogg of the song, “somewhat modelled on the Standells, 
but with a prominent Rolling Stones influence in Aguilar’s 
Jaggeresque phrasing, the Brian Jones harmonica and 
the guitar riff, which somehow always seems to be 
hinting at the tune of Paint It Black. Sweet Young Thing 
is, however, more than mere cloning, there's an 
atmosphere that’s purely Californian that makes it 
special.” 

Cobb was dividing his time among many projects and 
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with the success of the Standells, he had less and less 
time for the Watch Band. “We saw very little of him,” said 
Aguilar. “We were on tour all the time.” Cobb began to 
view the Watch Band more as an outlet for cashing-in on 
the psychedelic subculture. Unfortunately, his efforts to 
realize this goal would usually be made at the band’s 
expense. 

“One day Cobb called us and told us to fly down to LA. 
to be in a movie,” said Aguilar. The result, RIOT ON 
‘SUNSET STRIP, provides the only known footage of the 
Watch Band performing. Unfortunately, they were forced 
to lip-synch, performing two highly derivative originals 
that were probably written on the spot: Don’t Need Your 
Lovin’ and Sitting Here Standing. As far as Aguilar is 
concerned, the true sound of the band was never 
captured on film or vinyl. The film, however, does offer a 
sample of the band’s impressive stage presence. 

The Watch Band was especially appreciated at San 
Francisco's Filmore Auditorium, where they shared the 
bill with such acts as the Yardbirds, the Mothers of 
Invention and the Jefferson Airplane. They also 
performed as an opening act for the Seeds, a band they 
considered their musical inferiors. To show their disdain, 
they opened with 25 minutes of Seed covers, including 
the hit Pushin’ Too Hard. “The Seeds were so mad they 
didn’t want to come out and play,” laughed Aguilar. 

Meanwhile, according to Aguilar, Loomis and Tolby 
were sinking into a psychedelic haze. “I think LSD really 
messed them up,” he said. “It opened a few doors that 
probably should have been kept closed. There were 
nights when our equipment manager would have to stand 
behind Sean and prop him up. I was afraid to take acid 
because I saw so many burn-outs.” On a trip to LA., 
Loomis bought a polished mahogany box with brass 
fittings and filled it with drugs. “It became his first aid 
kit,” said Aguilar. 

Despite a lack of airplay or media attention, the Watch 
Band had high hopes for their first album NO WAY OUT, 
which was released in September 1967. Half the album 
was given over to Cobb’s concepts, even though the band 
had already proven their songwriting abilities. Cobb 
insisted on two covers, Hot Dusty Road and The Midnight 
Hour. The third cover, Chuck Berry's Come On, was more 
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Born beneath the final approach to New York City's LaGuardia Airport, Bradford X saw and lheard airplanes 
throughout his earliest awareness. During preadolescence, he built model planes, faithfully memorizing aircraft 
silhouettes and engine performance charts. After 17 years of retail drudgery (working for the family business), 
he migrated to Miami, where he attended flight school and studied airplane mechanics. Upon receiving his pilot 
and mechanic licenses, Bradford tried vainly to find a decent-paying legitimate job, but discovered the most 
profitable work available to him involved smuggling drugs out of Colombia. His first venture, undertaken with a 
pilot named Ozzie, proved a miserable failure. (Their overloaded Learstar crashed during takeoff at a remote 
jungle strip—see H/GH TIMES, Sept. '86). Undaunted, the duo immediately began plotting another dope run. 


met my new bosses, two brothers named 

Wing, in Los Angeles. They were rich 
landowners from a pioneer family. More important, 
they liked adventure and had faith in Ozzie. For a 
60/40 split, they agreed to front money for an 
airplane and dope. Ozzie and I were supposed to do 
all the leg work and to contact the brothers only 
when monies were being paid or collected. 

The best airplane we could afford was a Beech-18, 

a nine-passenger military transport also known as a 


Twin Beech. It is a popular bush-and-jungle 
airplane, noted especially for short field takeoffs and 
landings. In the military, the plane is called a C-45 
and has a reputation as “one tough son of a bitch 
with wings.” (In Casablanca, Ingrid Bergman flies 
away in a Beech-18.) Ozzie knew of a large 
assortment of the planes at an airport near 
Cleveland, and we arrived in the dead of winter to 
buy one. 

Winter in Ohio is always cold, but this one set 
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records for harshness. The flat landscape was a 
white nightmare of blowing snow. We found a 
Beechraft at a very reasonable price. Unfortunately, 
however, the plane was buried under a mountain of 
snow and it was over a month before we were able 
to dig it out and start tuning it. During this period, 
we were sustained by happy thoughts of our return 
to balmy Colombia. By February, Ozzie and I were 
flying back to south Florida, where the Wing 
brothers were on hand with money. It took just two 
days to set up a deal with our Colombian contacts. 

The sky was a brilliant turquoise as we flew over 
the south Adantic. Ahead lay a vast green panorama 
of glossy, calm water. We passed near the Bahama 
Islands, a string of sandy pearls resting on a moist, 
flacid carpet. Not a bit of wind impeded that ugly 
little plane from its heading toward the Great Inagua 
radio beacon. The only clouds I saw that day were 
towering cumulus over Haiti and cumulus far offin 
the distance over Columbia. It was late afternoon 
when we landed on the same rugged Colombian 
jungle airstrip we'd visited in our first trip. 

The hot air smelled of smoky campfires and 
decaying vegetation—just as I'd remembered it. I 
was so happy I wanted to kiss the sandy clay earth 
and say “hello” to each of the giant cactus plants. 
Happiness turned to ecstasy when Senor Mauricio 
showed me one thousand pounds of golden buds. 
The plan was to spend the night in Colombia and 
get a fresh start in the morning. 

As the tropical sun fell, the atmoshere became 
effervescent with hordes of hungry, bloodsucking 
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mosquitoes. The sky went out of focus as we were 
attacked by swarms of biting insects. The 
Colombian workers built large campfires and the 
smoke provided some relief. Ozzie found some 
winter clothing left inside the Beechcraft. We put on 
fur parkas, wrapped ourselves in blankets, and stood 
close to the roaring campfires—but to no avail.

I took strength in the sight of the 
mountain of marijuana I would soon be 
transporting. 

Just before dawn, the mosquitoes calmed down. I 
boarded the plane and checked the regular and 
auxiliary fuel tanks, as well as the tiedown of the 
cargo.

Ww e said goodby, vowing to return. Unlike 
our previous trip, the takeoff was 
uneventful. As the heavily loaded Beechraft inched 
upward into the cool sky, I caught a glimpse of the

The plants have ripened 
in the late autumn sun. 
Starting with the first stage of pube- 
scence, a few brave hairs grew at the 
nodes. 

Ten days later the pistils had grown 
enough to outline the future bud. Still 
white and fresh, with a tinge of red or pur- 
ple, the flowers stood ina vain search for 
pollen. Another two weeks and the bud 
filled out, gained weight and squeezed 
‘out more hairs. The whole cola looked 
frenzied, each hair searching desperately 
for pollen, or else its fate would be to dry 
up, unfulfilled. Already some of the pistils 
had takenondeep purpleorcrimson hues 


as they dried and the ovary behind filled 
out in a false pregnancy. 


In a magical synthesis, the buds ri- 
pened with short days, lit by a clear red- 
dish sun, and cool nights. The pistils 
withered, losing any chance of contact- 
ing a floating pollen grain. They seemed 
to be drawn into the developing false 
seed pods. 

The glands began to fill out. Hardly 
noticeable a week before, the glands 
sparkled just. bit when caughtin thesun. 
A week later, they have grown into 
mushroom-shaped organs littering the 
leaves, the stem, but especially the 
flowers of the plant.

Except for an occasional 
cloudy day, the autumn sun shone 
faithfully to ripen the plants. 

My only September harvest so far 
had been the early Afghani-Durban 
hybrids. Now the other plants were 
ripening.

| watch the hairs go through the first 
stage; they are usually white, moist- 
looking, erect, and semi-translucent 
so that they glisten in the sunlight. 
The bud puffs out in growth for about 
four weeks. 

The second stage begins when the 
hairs turn red, although they remain 
moist looking and translucent. They 
are still alive and vital. The hairs 
remain in this condition for about two 
weeks. During this time the glands 
swell a bit and the resins become 
apparent. They start to sparkle in the 
sun with the translucency of tiny 
diamonds. Then the hairs become 
‘opaque and begin to dry out. 

Starting at the bottom of the cola, 
the hairs form wrinkled shapes of 
opaque red threads as they dry. They 
contrast starkly against the duller 
green of the vegetation. The buds in 
the middle of the cola stick out 
brightly in the sun, glowing deep 
shades of red. The hairs at the top are 
still mostly white; only a few of them 
are beginning to turn red. They are 
almost ready to harvest. The leaves 
start to lose their green color, turning 
bright yellow. 

During the final stage, the ovary 
behind each hair begins to swell into a 
false seed pod as the dried thread 
shrinks. The crystals, actually the 
swelling glands, shine all over the bud 
creating a breathtaking fluorescence. 
The resins lose their clarity, turning 
darkening shades of amber. The 
leaves turn brown as they dry up. 

Now is the time to harvest. Some 
paranoid farmers harvest between the 
first two stages of flowering. They 
figure the flowers are mature, they will 
put on little weight, so why take a 
chance keeping the plants out in the 
field? The reason is that there is a 
difference between mature and ripe 
plants. The plants do not reach their 
peak potency and taste until they 
fluoresce with glands full of mature 
resins. 

During the first week of October, | 
spent my time checking out to see 
which plants were ripening. The main 
harvest began around October 7th. 
After that there was a continuous 
reaping. | visited each garden about 
once a week. | cut the plants that were 
ready to harvest, leaving the big 
stalks at the site and packing out only 
with bud. | could carry rough trimmed 
bud, from six to eight plants pretty 
easily. But it's a hard hike in and out—

rough country and a lot of climbing— 
so that larger harvests required more 
than one trip. 

| was harvesting from three large 
bud patches and a small seed patch. 
Once | hiked out, | cycled with the 
Pack to the drying house. 

The first step was to trim the 
branches. The fan leaves contain a 
tremendous amount of water and 
increase the humidity of the dry area 
tremendously. At the same time, they 
block the air from circulating around 
the bud. I remove the fan leaves using 
curved blade stainless steel manicur- 
ing scissors. Friends of mine just 
pinch them off with their nails. 
Moisture escapes at an accelerated 
rate from the wound area. Once the 
big leaves are off, | hang the colas 
using the joint between a bud and the 
stem as the crotch. 

At the beginning of the month the 
days were warm enough to promote 
drying. | was using a small pole barn 
(some poles sticking up in the air 
supporting a roof with no walls) and a 
house in the middle of the woods 
heated solely by wood. The pole barn 
was sufficient shelter to dry two 
loads, but as the weather turned cool, 
the buds refused to dry. | had to 
remove them to another location and 
abandon the space. Instead, | dried in 
the house. 

In the middle of the month | checked 
the sites and brought back another 
load. Going to one plot | saw hunter's 
tracks on the other side of the field. 
Had they been pot conscious they 
certainly would have recognized it, 
but fortunately, they kept on their 
tracks. 

This placed me in a dilemma: it 
didn’t look like anybody’s been there 
because there were no tracks in the 
patch, but they might have seen it and 
be planning to take some sort of 
action later. Harvest it all now or leave 
what's not ripe? | took the second 
course and stuck with my karma and 
intuition. 

By the end of October the main part 
of the harvest was complete and all 
that was left to harvest was the seed 
patch and the late sativas which | 
grow for personal stash. I prefer them 
to the indicas. 

The final yield was substantial, with 
only small losses to the government 
and none to rip offs. The plants 
yielded between % and ¥/ pound each 
and were generally very potent. ®

Itis hard to believe that a few months ago 
these plants were just a few seeds in a 
bottle. 

Finally, when the sun turned course to 
shorten each day, and when each night in- 
creased in length, the plants began to 
flower. Once flowering began, it pro- 
gressed geometrically until the plant 
came to this glorious state. 

The plants are still here in spite of the 
valiantetforts of the police, informers and 
other government agents. Despite the 
sleazoids, rip-offs and thieves. These 
miserable scum prey on the honest but 
unprotected efforts of dedicated farmers. 
They steal an honest man’s labor. But 
they were not dedicated enough, 
because hereitis, folks: the real stuf, still 
glowingasit gets pickedin the early even- 
ing darkness. 

You cut the plants down, break the 
largest branches and pack the bud 
Checking carefully, you leave the growing 
area, quickly stuff the boxes into the trunk 
and off you go to a safe house. 

Now that the bud is in your hand, all of 
the backbreaking labor this summer is 
worth it. All those hikes, the drymouth 
when you thought you would die for a 
drink of water, the helicopters, the 
sleepless nights by your plants—and for 
this, they put a mere monetary price ona 
sacrament. Grown with love and lust, 
grace and greed, hopes and heartbreaks, 
the pot is but a few steps away from 
smoking. 

The branches are cut to manageable 
lengths, one to two feet, then are strung 
up in a.cool room with lots of circulation. 
Now the trimming process begins. The 
idea hereis tobring out thenatural beauty 
ofeach bud, not by strippingit bare, but by 
manicuring the flowers. Theglandsareall 
over the buds and a naked bud is likely to 
have the glands knocked off in transport 
and storage, so that it is best to leave the 
small leaves surrounding the flowers. 

Once the fan leaves and large second- 
ary leaves are removed, excess leaves 
should beremoved, leaving only thesmall 
bud leaves, which are also covered with 
glands. The bud should be covered but 
nothidden. If the budisallaloneon astick 
it should be removed but there is no rea- 
son to separate large buds. 

Plants which are trimmed before they 
dry lose much less resin than dried 
plants. You can literally see cascades of 
glands drift down through the air when a 
dried marijuana plant is handled. 

After trimming, the buds should be 
placed back into the curing room. After 
ten days the temperature of the room 
should be raised into the high 80's andair 
circulation continued so that the buds 
dry. @ 
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36" tall two-three ounce plant (dried tops 
only) after eight weeks of flowering: stout, 
broad tops laden with thick gooey resin. 
Or Lime Bud, a Sativa/indica cross, with 
long, dainty, lime green leaves and light- 
weight buds packed with pistils and glis- 
tening resin glands. Or Northern Lights, a 
mainstay variety in Vancouver, B.C. that 
matures into a four-foot, four ounce plant 
at the ripe old age of 85 to 90 days. But 
everyone's favorite is Big Bud because 
she grows huge buds and has the sweet- 
est, mintiest taste in the world. My last 
crop weighed in at 3% pounds, that's 
better than four ounces a plant!” 

All of these varieties were developed 
by industrious, careful and caring individ- 
uals that have kept meticulous detailed 
records of plant growth habits and the 
offspring that resulted when they crossed 
amale plant with a female. Indoor breed- 
ing is two or three times faster than 
outdoors. As many as three generations 
may easily be completed in one year 
indoors. The breeder controls the hours 
of light and darkness per day, causing the 
plants to flower and produce seed at will. 


Selective breeding (also known as 
selective sexual propagation) has com- 
pletely changed the quality and yield of 
indoor marijuana crops. The starting 
point is to collect marijuana seed from 
well known pot growing regions 
throughout the globe. The various seed 
strains are grown and studied thoroughly 
without any cross breeding. Once each is 
understood, then selective breeding can 
begin, either to attain a pure seed stock, 
or to improve the strain. Once the ulti- 
mate plant is developed through this 
sexual propagation, it can be cloned to 
preserve the genetic blueprint created by 
selective breeding. 


Cannabis Indica seeds are highly 
prized for their potency and adaptability 
to the indoor environment. The charac- 
teristics of Indica plants include: squat, 
bushy, vigorous growth; early, sustained 
potency; disease resistance; and heavy 
bud yield. An Indica plant may yield two 
to four times the dry bud weight of a 
Sativa at harvest. Thai, Colombian, and 
Mexican are examples of Cannabis 
Sativa. These Sativa varieties are tall, 
lanky, and disease resistant, with narrow, 
long leaves and light buds that take up to 
three months to mature. But the high is 
energetic, soaring, and clear. 


Ideally, skilled breeders will strive to 
retain the desirable dominant growth 
characteristics of both Cannabis Sativa 
and Cannabis Indica to form super 
strains. Breeders may cross a Sativa with 
an Indica, hoping to retain the desirable 
soaring high while keeping the short, 
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stocky growth characteristics and early 
maturity of the Indica. 

Selective breeding requires the 
breeder to simply assume the role of 
Mother Nature once again. In nature, 
pollen from the male cannabis plant is 
shed into the wind to randomly fertilize 
any receptive female plant. A breeder 
adds precision and control to this process 
by catching pollen from a desirable male 
and carefully placing it in contact with 
chosen female pistils. 


Skilled breeders will:cross a 
Sativa with an indica, 
hoping to retain the Sativa's 
soaring high while keeping 
the stocky growth and early 
maturity of the Indica. 


Two basic kinds of breeding are: (1) 
inbred or true bred—plants of the same 
strain or ancestry that are crossed with 
one another. (2) outbred or hybrid— 
plants of different strains that are crossed 
or cross-pollinated 

The goal of inbreeding is to establish a 
pure breed to start from. Selected 
females are pollinated with male pollen of 
the same strain, then the resulting seeds 
are planted and checked for variability. 
This process may take several genera- 
tion to produce a strain that actually 
breeds true. Pure bred plants are grown 
until the fifth to sixth generation, after 
which negative characteristics, like low 
potency, legginess and lack of vigor tend 
to dominate. 

This true or pure breed is essential to 
establish common growth charateristics. 
Without a pure breed on one or both 
sides, it is difficult to predict the outcome 
of a hybrid cross. Ideally, both male and a 
female are pure bred plants, with known 
ancestry and growth attributes. 

A hermaphroditic plant (a plant dis- 
playing both male and female flowers) 
will self-pollinate and produce inbred 
seeds. Although this is a shortcut to 
inbreeding, the seedlings resulting from 
self-pollination may tend to be her- 
maphroditic themselves. This can be a 
real headache for the sinsemilla grower 
or breeder, with unwanted seeds and 
uncontrolled pollen. Nonetheless, the 


seed produced by a hermaphrodite that 
has just a few male flowers on a female 
plant will be 80-90% female seed. One 
easy way to produce seeds from an all 
female clone crop is to stress one of the 
female branches by twisting a piece of 
wire around one of the branches a couple 
of weeks before flowering is induced. The 
extra stress will usually cause the plant to 
produce male flowers. 

Outbreeding, or producing hybrid 
seed, has increased agricultural produc- 
tion more than anything. Farmers, 
breeders and cannabis horticulturists 
have found that crossing parents of dif- 
ferent pure strains, especially those 
exhibiting exceptional, dominant, com- 
plementary characteristics, will result in a 
super plant, also referred to as hybrid 
vigor. 

It is possible to cross Sativa/indica. 
Some growers swear by the cross, say- 
ing you get the best of both plants: vigor 
and size from the Sativa, and squat, 
bushy, early, potent growth from the 
Indica. 

Choosing from a large and varied plant 
stock is the key to successful breeding. 
Since the origin of most seed is dubious, 
an accomplished breeder waits to see 
what kind of plant it produces, before 
deciding which plants to cross to form 
hybrid seed. If the breeder plants only a 
few seeds, there is no guarantee that 
they will grow into ideal breeding stock, 
even if they came from dynamite smoke 
If the breeder instead selects the best 
plants from many seedlings of various 
strains of Cannabis Indica (andior Sativa), 
he or she will have a better chance of 
achieving the desired outcome. 


BREEDING: 
STEP-BY-STEP 


STEP ONE: Choose male breeding 
stock exhibiting desirable character- 
istics. 


STEP TWO: One branch full of male 
flowers is all that will be needed, unless a 
large crop is desired. Unused branches 
may be stripped of flowers to help contain 
pollen and guard against accidental, ran- 
dom pollination. The male can be iso- 
lated from the females, once flowers have 
developed, but not yet opened, by plac- 
ing him in a sunny window or in a 
vegetative grow room. This will slow 
flower development and not hurt the male 
in any way. 

A branch of ripe, male flower may be 
cut and placed in water. It will remain 
healthy for several weeks. When the 
pollen sacks open, proceed with Step 
Three. The remaining male plant may 
then be cut back or harvested. 


STEP THREE: When the pollen pods 
start to open, place a clean, plastic sack 
or baggie over the branch to collect 
pollen. Secure the bag at the bottom with 
apiece of string or wire tie. Keep the bag 
over the branch for several days to collect 
pollen, 


STEP FOUR: When enough pollen 
has been collected, shake remaining pol- 
len off into the bag. Remove spent 
branch. Pollen may be kept for several 
weeks by removing all vegetative matter 
to prevent mold, and storing the pollen in 
a dark, dry container in the refrigerator. 


STEP FIVE: Ideally, pistils should be 
ready for fertilization three to four weeks 
after the first calyx has apeared. Recep- 
tive pistils are white and fuzzy, not start- 
ing to turn brown. Cover the selected 
female branch that has may ripe, recep- 
tive pistils, with the pollen filled bag. 
Shake the bag. 


STEP SIX: Use a small paint brush to 
apply the pollen from the bag to the pistils 
if just a few seeds are desired from many 
different females. Be very careful. Just 
use alittle pollen on each calyx and keep 
it from spreading to the sinsemilla crop. 


STEP SEVEN: Leave the bag for two 
or three days, to ensure fertilization. Be 
careful not to scatter pollen on adjacent 
sinsemilla crop when removing the bag. 


STEP EIGHT: After fertilization, 
seeds will be ripe in three-six weeks. 
Harvest seeds when they split open the 
containing calyx or rattle in the pod. 


STEP NINE: Let seeds dry for two- 
three months, in a cool, dry place, before 
planting.

Guerilla growers now raise fewer, more 
potent plants in well camouflaged pat- 
ches.

dangerous, and will wear off as the drug 
wears off. There is some variation depend- 
ing on the individual. In some cases, these 
patients come back for a series of counsel- 
ing sessions. In most cases, a talkdown 

imilar to that used for psychedelic bad 
trips is sufficient. 

More severe reactions to what users be- 
lieved to be MDMA have been reported, 
including prolonged psychotic reactions, 
but we havent seen them. As with any 
consciousness-effective drug, these psy- 
chotic breaks can happen, especially if the 
user has underlying psychopatholog: 

MDMA isa relatively recent addition to 
the national phamacopia. There is not 


sic qualities indicate that 
MDMA is probably a psychoactive sub- 
stance with a generally low abuse poten- 
tial. These qualities include a short period 
of effect, two to six hours, and a reported 
lack of incentive to immediately readmin- 
ister the drug. This may be partially due to 
arapid onset of short-term tolerance, or a 
diminishing of desired effects. Subjects re- 
port that at dosages only a little above 
those used in treatment, MDMA ceases to 
have any further desirable effect and only 
increases the undesirable “wired” feel- 
ings. 

A major area of concern is the qual 
control of MDMA manufacture. While 
‘some intrinsic quality control in a clinical 
setting could be provided by physicians 
synthesizing their own under competent 
supervision, no such assurance exists for 
MDMA manufactured underground for 
non-medical consumption. 

On the illicit drug market, the byword is 
caveat emptor, let the buyer beware. Man-

If the fruit of the fungus is illegal (what 
we generally call “the mushroom’), is it 
possible the spores may be sold 
legitimately? | am also concerned about 
the potential for fraud. Even if the spores 
are from the Psilocybe genus (as 
opposed to being made from a 
supermarket mushroom), there are 
many different species within the genus, 
some of which are psychedelic, some of 
which are inert, and some of which are 
Poisonous.

The statutes pertaining to psilocybin 
(in every state except California) 
forbid the sale of the drug psilicybin. 
There is no psilocybin in the spores 
of Psylocybe mushrooms. Therefore, 
the sale of Psilocybe spores is not 
forbidden (except in the state of 
California). Incidentally, there are no 
poisonous species of Psilocybe, 
unless, of course, you class 
psilocybin as a “poison.” And we 
hope you're not that creatively 
paranoid.

This can be done by cutting the flow- 
ers just before they open and placing 
the shoots in a cup of water in an area 
with still air (a closet or cupboard are 
good environments). Place a sheet of 
Paper under the flowers so that the 
pollen is easily collected. Using a wa- 
tercolor brush, paint the fresh female 
flowers with the pollen. You should be 
able to see the seeds starting to deve- 
lop within a couple of days.

Dear Ed, 

Ihave a solution (methanol) which con- 
tains the cannabinoids of a quarter ounce 
of marijuana. The cannabinoids are in 
twelve ounces of the solution; can I have 
them placed in just a few joints? 
—“Grasshoppa” 

USA. 


Methanol is a poisonous form of alco- 
hol which should not be breathed or 
ingested. Itis best not to use it as a sol- 
vent in making oil. Methanol does not 
leave a residue when it evaporates, 
therefore it should not be used. 

As long as the methanol evaporates 
from the solution leaving just the oil, 
you are okay. However, alcohol vapors 
are explosive. | have met very few seri: 
ous oil makers who have not had ex- 
plosive experiences. The alcohol 
should be evaporated. The safest way 
is to place the solution in a warm dark 
place with plenty of air movement and 
plenty of ventilation. in a matter of 
days, the alcohol evaporates. To make 
sure all the alcohol is gone, add some 
water to the oil. When the water has 
evaporated, the alcohol is all gone. 
This is because water has a higher 
boiling point than alcohol, so the alco- 
hol evaporates before the water. 

After the oil has been scraped off the 
vessel it can be dissolved in an ethanol 
(drinking alcohol) solution. In some 
states high proof ethyl alcohol is avail- 
able in liquor stores. In other states it 
is sold in pharmacies. Overproof rum 
or other high proof alcohols are avail- 
able in liquor stores in most states. 
Use just enough so that the oil flows 
easily and is not viscous. Then spray 
the solution onto the cannabis using a 
small atomizer. When the ethyl alcohol 
dries the super-charged cannabis is 
ready to smoke.

Which 
would be better to use with a 400 watt 
metal halide lamp, a 46" dish shaped 
hood or a 21” parabolic hood? 

How soon after germination can | start 
to flower and how long should | allow it to 
flower?

The 21” parabolic hood would direct 
more of the light downward than the 
46” dish shaped hood which allows 
more light to travel diagonally or hori- 
zontally. 

The plants can be set into harvest at 
any time, but they yield most effi- 
ciently when they are placed into har- 
vest when they are two to three feet 
high. 


Dear Ed, 

Two friends and | moved our herb in- 
doors about two years ago when the 
skies started to fill with green-pot eating 
assholes. 

Our plants are large enough but lack 
any sign of the all-important THC. 

The plants were grown under a 1000 
watt halide in an 8" x8" grow room. The 
difference in this crop came from an 
abrupt change in the budding cycle. At 
the end of the second month we lowered 
the light from 16 hours to 12 which made 
the plants flower. Then we took it back to 
15 hours at which time they stopped bud- 
ding and returned to the vegetative cycle. 

Our purpose in this experiment was to 
manipulate the plants into producing 
more THC. We blew it

Thanks for your observation. However, 
Ido not think that the change in light 
cycle eliminated the THC. It might 
have set the flowering back a bit as the 
plants went back into vegetative cycle 
and then reversed back again into 
flowering. But the plants’ potency 
should not have been significantly af- 
fected. In fact, T.L uses a technique of 
setting the cycle up again for a few 
days to re-stimulate flowering and he 
claims there is no loss in potency. 

| would say the lack of potency was 
primarily genetic.

We had hard water, so we got a water 
conditioner, This system calls for using 
bags of salt. Will this water help or hurt 
our plants?

Water “softened” using salts is not 
good for your plants. It probably con- 
tains chlorides, which are toxic in 
large quantities and also increases the 
amount of dissolved solids in the 
water. 


Dear Ed, 

This is my first experience in indoor 
growing and | am having some problems. 

My garden consists of a 400 watt MH 
light and 10 plants growing in a medium 
of vermiculite, perlite and styrofoam in 1 
-Yz and 3 gallon containers. | use a wick 
system with % inch nylon wicks. The 
lights are on 20 hours and off 4. 

| use Raymond Bridwell's 12-4-16 
hydroponic fertilizer, Keep the pH at 7, 
and change the nutrient solution every 
7-10 days. 

The problem started with the second 
set of leaves. They started lightening 
around the veins and eventually turned 
yellow and died. This condition moves up 
the plant and effects everything except 
the new growth, which is stunted. The 
plants are 30 days old and 4-10 inches 
tall. What's wrong?

This sounds like a magnesium defi- 
ciency which is common in potted 
plants, especially since many hydro- 
ponic fertilizers do not contain this 
essential element. The deficiency can 
be eliminated using Epsom salts (mag- 
nesium sulfate MgSO.) at the rate of 
one table-spoon per gallon of water. 


Dear Ed, 

| have been trying to find information on 
how to extract THC from the leaves. Be- 
cause ISO machines are no longer avail- 
able, I'm stuck. I've heard it's easy to 
make an ISO machine using items from 
around the house. Is this true?

Dear Ed, 

We know that water filters out the car- 
cinogenic and other harmful elements in 
pot smoke. We would like to ask the fol- 
lowing questions: 

Will more water filter more harmful 
substances, and if too little water is used, 
will it not filter enough? 

Is the temperature of the water and 
smoke a factor in filtering? 

If the smoke is cooled in the water will it 
expand as it warms up in the lungs and 
induce coughing?

The longer the path of the smoke bub- 
ble, the more the smoke is filtered. 
Smoke which travels a shorter path 
through the water will not be as clean 
as that filtered through more water. 
The water filters out water soluble gas- 
ses, solid particles which we see as 
smoke, and water soluble liquids, 
leaving the oil soluble cannabinoids, 
including THC in the air stream. 

The temperature of the water affects 
the solubility of the particles. Most 
substances are more soluble in hot 
water than in cool water. 

The lungs are better off with cool air, 
which we are used to breathing than 
with hot air, which may irritate the 
lungs. Maybe the best type of pipe 
would filter the air through two reser- 
voirs, the first with hot and the second 
with cool water.

NEW FEDERAL LAW 
MAKES IT DIFFICULT TO 
HIRE A LAWYER 


BY ROBERT FOGELNEST 


ne of the new provisions of the 
oO new federal law which is troubling 

lawyers quite a bit is a change in 
the Internal Revenue Code. Effective 
January 1, 1985, any person who re- 
ceives more than $10,000 in cash, in one 
or more related transactions, is required 
to report the transaction to the IRS and to 
issue a written annual statement to the 
person who paid the money. The person 
who receives the money must report the 
name, address, and identifying number 
of the person from whom he received the 
money, the date and the nature of the 
transaction as well as “such other infor- 
mation as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may require.” Lawyers are now required 
to inform the IRS when a client pays a 
cash fee in excess of $10,000. Itis not un- 
likely that those attorneys submitting 
forms will find themselves called as gov- 
ernment witnesses against their own 
clients and also disqualified from repre= 
senting the clients. 

The statue defines cash as either U.S. 
or foreign currency. Thus it appears asifa 
lawyer could be paid in gold, diamonds, 
real estate, money orders or a Mercedes 
without having to file a form with the IRS, 
but receipt of cash triggers the reporting 
requirements. Knowledgeable attorneys 
are concerned that advising a client of 
some method to avoid filing the forms, 
such as bringing in a cashier's check un- 
der $10,000 could result in the govern- 
ment indicting both the client and the 
lawyer and claiming a conspiracy to ob- 
struct justice. Just as no ethical, compe- 
tent attorney would ever consider even 
arguably violating the law and thereby 
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rendering himself less able to protect a 
client's rights, similarly no competent law- 
yer wishes to find himself in the position 
of being ethically bound to protect a 
client's confidences but also being re- 
quired by law to report what may well be 
evidence of tax evasion and thereby be- 
come a witness against the person who 
has sought the attorney's aid. An informal 
survey of attorneys on both the NORML 
legal committee and the National Associ- 
ation of Criminal Defense Lawyers has 
not suggested an ¢thical, workable solu- 
tion to this monumental, problem which 
will certainly occur in some cases. 

The new law will also make it difficult 
for people to retain lawyers by virtue of its 
forfeiture provisions. Under the new law, 
any felony drug offense carries with it a 
provision for the forfeiture of any property 
which was derived from the crime for 
which a person was convicted. The gov- 
ernment can also claim forfeiture of prop- 
erty which was used or intended to be 
used to commit or facilitate the crime, 
‘such as a car or house. Moreover, the law 
provides that the property in question, 
whether in be an airplane or cash, vest in 
the United States at the time that the of- 
fense was committed. In short, this 
means that money which was made ille- 
gally cannot be used to pay an attorney or 
for that matter anyone else. 

It has always been difficult for the gov- 
ernment to produce direct evidence that 
Property constitutes or was purchased 
with the proceeds of illegal drug transac- 
tions. The new law, however, provides for 
‘a presumption in the government's favor 
that all the property of a person convicted 
of a drug felony is subject to forfeiture if 
the government can establish two things. 
First, that the defendant acquired the

property at, or reasonably after the time 
‘of the crime; also, that the person con- 
victed had no likely source for the prop- 
erty other than the crime. Thus, an 
attorney defending a person in a felony 
drug case, runs the risk that if his or her 
client is convicted, and unable to show 
that the money used to pay the fee was 
either acquired before the time of the vio- 
lation or that the client had another 
source for the money other than the viola- 
tion, the attorney may have to turn over 
the fee to the United States government. 
This provision could well deter some of 
the better and busier criminal defense 
lawyers from accepting drug cases for 
fear that after devoting a substantial 
amount of time and energy toa case, they 
will be required to turn their fee over to the 
government or at the very least engage in 
extensive litigation in an attempt to keep 
it. Some lawyers suspect that this is ex- 
actly what the Department of Justice 
wanted to'accomplish. 

The lawyers are already fighting this at- 
tempt by the government to interfere with 
the constitutional right to counsel, and 
with some success. On February 22, 
1985 in the case of United States v. 
Gerald L. Rogers, et al., United States 
District Court Judge John Kane of Denver 
tuled that attorneys’ fees are not forfeit- 
able if they were received by the lawyer 
“in return for services lefimately ren- 
dered...and not as part of an artifice or 
sham to avoid forfeiture.” This is the first 
ruling on this problem. The government 
will almost certainly appeal the ruling up 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

In ruling that the lawyers fees weren't 
to be forfeited Judge Kane stated: 

“The government would possess the 

ultimate tactical advantage of being 

able to exclude competent counsel as 
it chooses. By appending a charge of 
forfeiture...the prosecutor could ex- 

‘Clude those defense counsel which he 

felt to be skilled adversaries.” 

You can bet your bottom asset (forfeit- 
able ornot) that the prosecutors want that 
tactical advantage. They know full well 
that there are a limited number of lawyers 
who possess the dedication, desire, 
knowhow, and ability to fully protect the 
rights of a person accused in a drug case. 
If the prosecutors can effectively limit the 
lawyers who do the best job for the ac- 
cused from getting paid they will have 
won a major battle in the “War on Drugs” 
They also will have caused major da- 
mage to the Constitution. We'llsee. ©

cases, and urinalysis challenges have come 
to predominate his caseload over the last 
few years. 

“Once you've determined in court that 
the drug testing was inadequate,” counsels 
attorney Bishop, “you'd obviously be better 
off demanding money damages instead of 
reinstatement and back pay. If your employ- 
ers have already fired you because of some 
drug test, then what's to keep them from 
doing something like that again? And any- 

ay, you're going to have to pay your attor- 
and if he expects he'll get part of a good 
fat settlement, he'll really go after the other 
charges: infliction of emotional distress and 
slander. And the judge ought to be ready to 
award something pretty substantial, too. 

Here’s where there could be trouble for 
you,” Bishop warns. “To try to cut down the 
size of the damage award, your employers 
are liable to try to blacken you as some sort 
of drug addict before the judge. If they've 
got lots of money, they can hire private in- 
vestigators to root into your personal his- 
tory; and so if you ever so much as smoked 
pot with your pals in college, years ago, 
that's likely to be brought up in court, as lu- 
ridly as possible, by your boss’ lawyers 
The judge might react by paring the damage 
award down to a token settlement; or he 
might enhance it, disgusted with your boss’ 
smear tactics. These are all things you 
ought to think about beforehand. 
A person might also think about simply in- 
sisting that all these piss profiteers, with 
their billion-dollar defamation racket, be 
subject to appropriate prosecution, fines, 
and imprisonment.

Gary Ackerman and George 
Crockett (Mich.). if you were to just write 
your personal congressperson right now, 
expressing your opinions and questions 
about drug-urinalysis in the American worl 
place, you could actually make a signifi 
difference, 

Appropriate legislation to regulate the 
chemistry industry would take the bread 
right out of the mouths of all these piss prof- 
iteers, who have been working so hard, for 
so many years, to break into and plunder our 
bladders, but that's democracy for you. If 
Syva and Roche can't make any more piss- 
money here, they could surely peddle mul- 
lions of their obnoxious surveillance 
gimmicks to the Kremlin right now, with ab- 
solutely no legal trouble at all, ever. Pravda 
lately has been chock-full of horrific kid 
and-drugs propaganda behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, but that’s another dope story, of which 
more in the next issue. @

abusive substance? 


matter what they may actually contain. 

MDMA usually appears as a cream col- 
ored or very light tan crystalline powder, 
but color can be affected by anything from 
the binding agent to the manufacturer’s 
fancy. Some MDMA tablets reported to be 
from Texas are bright lemon yellow. 

While some long-term intravenous am- 
phetamine users have reported injecting 
large dosages of MDMA for the stimulant 
effects, it is usually swallowed in pill, cap- 
sule, or powder. There are no reports of 
insufflation or snorting. Street forms of 
the drug are reportedly sold in low dos- 
ages, ranging in price from $10.00 to 
$30.00 for approximately 50 mg. Unit 
measurements can vary greatly, however, 
with little correlation between price and 
dosage. 

Most first, second, third, and multi- 
hand sources, including the media, ident- 
ify several population groups wherein 
non-medical MDMA use appears. In the 
San Francisco Bay Area, at least, one of 
these is the gay community where the drug 
is called Adam. As Ecstasy, it is used by 
young, well-educated, professional men 
and women. Individuals in both these pop- 
ulations appear to limit their use to occa 

ional recreational trips, often to enhance 
either self-realization or interpersonal 
communication. In spite of its exotic street 
names, MDMA doesn’t appear to be a sex- 
ual performance or coital sensitiv 
hancer. It’s not an aphrodisiac. 

Most of these users are young adults. 
There are reports from other parts of the 
country, however, that many college and 
high school students are using MDMA 
non-medically as well. Shortly before the 
emergency scheduling, both the DEA and 
sources within the state were reporting 
massive use on Texas university campuses. 

Dr. David Smith identified another pop- 
ulation of MDMA users through his com- 
munication with past clients of the Clinic’s 
drug treatment facilities. These were 
young urban folks who would probably be 
blue collar workers if they worked. In- 
stead, they deal marijuana, cocaine and 
other substances, and added MDMA to 
their inventory and experimented with it 
themselves. Through these, we came in 
contact with a small population of chronic 
drug users who took MDMA on a regular 
and frequent basis. It’s my understanding 
that many of these have stopped using the 
drug, not because it’s less available since 
scheduling but because of increased toler- 


ance losing the desirable effects. Several 
have cited fuzzy-headedness and difficulty 
concentrating during chronic use as 
reasons for quitting. 

‘The street supplies of MDMA probably 
come from underground laboratories. 
Street doses of the drug are often distrib- 
uted by pre-existing marijuana and co- 
caine dealers. They have added it to their 
line, as it were. 

By and large, these dealers see MDMA 
as strictly a temporary sideline. They 
shrug off its current notoriety 

“It’sa fad,” they say. “Next year it'll be 
something else agai 

‘They cite the lack of a real psychedelic 
or euphoric “punch” and point out that 
MDMA doesn’t produce a rush like mari- 
juana, or speed, or cocaine, and it doesn’t 
enhance sexual performance. 

“The name Ecstasy makes it sound like 
it’s a very sexy drug, but it doesn’t really 
do anything for sex at all. If anything, it 
ay retard both male erection and climax- 
g. The name was made up by a dealer on 
the East Coast who thought it would sell 
more pills.” 

Whatever its physical effects, Ecstasy 
has certainly caught the imagination of the 
American public, or at least the American 
media. 


e 
My own greatest concerns about the 
non-medi use of MDMA are twofold. 
For one, many people who should not be 
using this or any psychoactive drug may 
get lured into its non-medical use through 
positive hyperbole by well-meaning sup- 
porters and out-and-out proselytize 
These potential victims include the young, 
the drug naive, and those who are suscep- 
tible to compulsive abuse and addiction. 
The second concern is one that MDMA 
shares with all other popular under- 
ground drugs. With no quality control, so- 
ciopathic and just plain ignorant 
manufacturers and dealers can sell just 
about anything they want to a gullible 
market and call it MDMA. Although the 
current one-year ban on MDMA may be 
an over-reaction, and it certainly casts a 
pall on research and experimental treat. 
ment, it enables the Drug Enforcement 
Administration to go after underground 
manufacturers and dealers of whatever 
passes for MDMA. Hopefully, this will al- 
low enforcement, research, and treatment 
to work together in placing MDMA where 
it may do good instead of harm. @

representative of Aguilar’s taste. The Watch Band contributed three originals, 
including Are You Gonna Be There (At the Love In?), which remains one of the 
finest anthems to emerge from San Francisco. While other groups were falling 
into a quagmire of hippie idealism, the Watch Band were translating the acid 
experience into an us-versus-them teen drama. “Too many people don’t know 
where they belong,” sang Aguilar. “They need someone to tell them right from 
wrong. You better break away. Try to be yourself, Don’t leave your future to 
someone else.” Loomis’ mindwrenching guitar riffs are reminiscent of the best 
work done by Jorma Kaukonen of the Jefferson Airplane. But then, the two were 
friends and probably arrived at the sound simultaneously. The other two Watch 
Band originals were No Way Out, a masterpiece of early psychedelia, and Gone 
and Passes By, a sitar rave-up with a Bo Diddley beat. 

However, when the album was released, the liner notes mysteriously failed to 
mention the band members by name. Even worse, the band had never even heard 
three of the songs, which were performed by studio musicians. One of these, 
Gossamer Wings was an obvious re-write of an earlier single written by Aguilar 
and Loomis titled Loose Lip Sync Ship. Gossamer Wings was credited to Don 
Bennet and Ethan McElroy, and the vocal was performed by Bennet. The other two 
Cobb creations, Expo 2000 and Dark Side of the Mushroom attempted to cash in 
on the Watch Band’s drugey image. Expo 2000 was a good song, but wity didn’t 
Cobb tell the band about it or let them perform it themselves? 

“We submitted two album cover designs,” said Aguilar, “and they said th 
use one of them. But the album came out with a completely different cover. | 
came to the conclusion we were going nowhere.” Aguilar was so upset he 
temporarily left the group. 

Cobb, however, convinced everyone to get back together for a second album, 
promising things would be different. He was right. For the second album, things 
got worse. All pictures of the band and mention of names (except for Cobb and 
his studio cronies) were left off, and Cobb took over an entire side for his own 
psychedelic experiments. 

“They were trying to convince us they didn’t want anyone to see what we looked 
like until they saw our concerts,” said Sean Tolby in a Goldmine interview in 
1983. Apparently, Cobb had convinced some members of the band this strategy 
of not giving the band credit would create a mystique around the group. A more 
likely scenario, however, was that Cobb was keeping his options open, while 
holding the band in the worst possible bargaining position. Shortly after the 
record was released, Aguilar left the group for good, taking much of the fire 
driving the band with him. 

“The Chocolate Watch Band had broken up and come together several times,” 
Cobb told an interviewer in 1980. “I really enjoyed working with them, but they 
had no rules binding themselves. Consequently, they would break up. It didn’t 
matter if they were successful or not. Then I would talk to them, and they would 
agree to do something else. By the time of the third album, they had developed to 
the point where they were so strong together, that | would have been a fool to 
have my influence be in there and screw up what they were trying to do.” 

“More likely Cobb saw a tired group,” wrote Brian Hogg. “The resulting album 
ONE STEP BEYOND was a great disappointment. The group wrote most of the 
songs, the one cover being J Don't Need No Doctor which never lifts off, and the 
rest are rather ordinary. Uncle Morris was good, Flowers had its moments and 
Devil's Motorcyle was interesting if only for its guitar work, supplied by an 
incognitio Jerry Miller of Moby Grape.” 

However, by 1969 the bottom was dropping out of the psychedelic exploitation 
market, and Cobb was predictably losing interest in the genre. He gave the band a 
free hand at last, but it was two years and two albums too late. Without Aguilar, 
the group wasn’t complete, and Loomis was so high he couldn't perform his solos. 

“Performing in front of 20,000 screaming fans is the greatest high in the 
world,” said Aguilar, “I was really sorry to see that taken from us. | still miss it.”"@ 
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base ratio—the “pH factor”— 
of each urine sample checked 
before testing. If the employee 
has heavily salted the sample, 
or added some sort of acid to 
it, then it will most likely show 
up outside the normal pH 
range of urine on a pH test. In- 
expensive testing gadgets are 
available for testing pH, and 
the process takes less than five 
minutes. “If somebody wants 
to pay me $10 extra per test 
for doing pH readings,” says 
the director of a large commer- 
cial laboratory in the 
Southeast, “I'll be happy to do 
it for them.” 

Other experts with no sub- 
stantial financial stake in em- 
ployment urinalysis tend to 
take a longer view of this pro- 
cedure, however, and point 
out its obvious pitfalls. “You're 
just adding another legal prob- 
lem,” advises one of the top 
chemists at the Metpath Cor- 
poration in New Jersey, an es- 
tablished full-service labora- 
tory company. “Employers and 
labs are already in enough legal 
trouble for testing people 
without adequate confirmatory 
procedures for their screening 
devices. To fire people on the 
basis of results of some pH dip- 
stick or meter is just guaran- 
teeing more lawsuits, in my 
opinion.” 

Nevertheless, one Illinois 
laboratory which specializes in 
employment urinalysis has in 
fact been routinely testing all 
its urine samples for pH for 
some time now. “If we find one 
that’s out of range, we call the 
employer and say we think it's 
been adulterated, and ask if 
they want us to test it or bag 
,” a spokesperson there told 
HIGH TIMES. Asked if she 
thought an out-of-range pH re- 
sult constituted adequate 
forensic grounds for depriving 
persons of their livelihood, she 
answered, “I'd be more likely 
to fire [the donor] for doing 
that than if there were mari- 
juana in the sample, because 
this is outright deception.” 

Asked then if she knew of 
any disease conditions, like 
common bladder infections, 
which might temporarily raise 
or lower a person’s urine 
slightly out of the normal pH 
range, this individual indicated 


that, inher opinion, “it probably 
shouldn't happen very often. 

| Asked finally if she was 
aware that many non-drug- 
abusing-type people are salting 
their samples nowadays, be- 
cause they know that many 
employers now test samples 
for “tell-tale” legitimate drugs 
used to treat epilepsy, depres- 
sion, arthritis, diabetes, and 
other such medical conditions, 
this person indicated that she 
was perfectly aware of that: 


“You don't want your medical 
claims going out of sight be- 
cause your people are too 
messed up to do the proper 
work. Let's face it, the bottom 
line is money.” 

As for the professional cor- 
porate consultant, he gave pH 
testing low scores as an anti- 
drug-abuse modality: “It’s not 
a completely adequate alterna- 
tive to direct observation of 
the urine donor, because it will 
not detect the outright substi- 
tution of clean urine. You still 
can't tell if the donor came to 
ite with a vial of clean 
person. So 
this may be a way to 
part of the problem, but it 
no means the remedy for the 
entire problem.” 


The Roche Test: 
Foolproof or 
Foolish? 


According to its manufactur- 
ers, the Hoffman-LaRoche 
drug company, the new 
“Abuscreen” line of ratio-im- 
munoassay drug-urine tests 
ought to be virtually invulnera- 
ble to interference from salt, 
Drano, ammonia, or whatever 
other compounds may cause 
automatic “no drug” readouts 
on its competitor, the EMIT. 
Roche Diagnostics of New Jer- 
sey, which merchandises the

Abuscreen, refuses to divulge 
any of its research data per- 
taining to how the Abuscreen 
may react (or fail to react) to 
these chemicals, but they have 
repeatedly stated that this 
problem should not exist with 
their instruments. 

Several experts contact by | 
HIGH TIMES have pointed 
out that in any case, the 
Abuscreen is never likely to 
become nearly as popular 
among employers as the 


EMIT, for purely practical rea 


sons. Although the Roche 
tests are just as cheap as the 
EMIT tests (and no more reli- | 
able or unreliable), the fact is 
that since it employs radio- 
active chemicals 
Abuscreen is stricth 
use instrument. “You won't 
find the Abuscreen in every lo- 
cal hospital clinic or two-bit 
commercial lab, that's for 
sure,” says Atlanta research 
chemist James Woodford, an 
insistent opponent of EMIT 
testing. “I've seen chemists 
whose hair turned white over- 
night because they didn't know | 
how to properly operate ara-_| 
dio-immunoassay. You have to 
be properly certified to work 
the Abuscreen, and that'llkeep | 
it restricted to responsible | 
quality labs who insist on doing 
decent work, and charging ex- 
tra money for it. That keeps 
cheap crooks and fly-by-night 
drug-test charlatans away 
from the Abuscreen.” 
Professional chemists are in 
general agreement that the 
Abuscreen ought to be com- 
paratively resistant to sample- 
doctoring, since it doesn’t use 
salt-vulnerable enzymes. “In 
fact,” one armed-services con- 
sultant hazarded for HIGH 
TIMES, “if there's an interfer- 
ence problem here at all, it 
would most likely involve the 
protein antibodies used in the 


RIA process. Ifa sample were 
virtually saturated with some 
very strong acid or base, the 
antibodies might fail to react at 
all with the initial test reagent, 
and that would probably trig- 
ger a false positive, not a 
negative.” 


Piss & Vinegar 
eae 
Don’t Mix 

Happily, Roche Diagnostics 
has assured HIGH TIMES that 
its machines are not subject to 
false-positive results from any 
substance, including salt, 
Drano, lye or ammonia. Cer- 
tainly it's not susceptible to be- 
ing blanked by vinegar, when 
it’s added to the sample or 
taken internally, and neither is 
any other drug test. As HIGH 
TIMES has repeatedly 
warned, no edible substance, 
taken internally, will have any 
effect at all on drug-urinalysis 
machines (except to possibly 
promote false-positive 
readings). 

People nevertheless still 
swallow the old word-of-mouth 
vinegar myth, as a Florida 
drug-testing lab director re- 
cently discovered. “Since it’s 
impossible to avoid smelling 
the urine samples,” he re- 
ports, “we might notice now 
and then that a sample smells 
acidic. For instance, some 
time back a technician noticed 
a sample that smelled frankly 
acetic, almost like acetic acid. 
We were able to determine by 
testing that the person had ob- 
viously been drinking a lot of 
vinegar just before taking the 
test, probably hoping that 
would help pull a negative. The 
sample, incidentally, tested 
positive for THC.” 

People who make them- 
selves ‘k drinking vine- 
gar and such, because 
they’re scared of piss 
tests, haven't got a chance 
of suing their employers 
for damages. They’re 
much better off waiting 
until they get fired or 
turned down for employ- 
ment, and then taking the 
employers and their con- 
tract lab companies to 
court for wrongful dis- 
charge and the infliction of 
mental distress.
